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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. Claims 1, 14, 16, 17 and 20 have been 
amended. Claims 1-20 remain in the application. 

Claims 1, 4-8, and 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fasanella (U.S. Patent No. 3,262,135). 

Claims 1, 4, 9, 10 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Boyd (U.S. Patent No. 5,960,496). 

Claims 1-5, 8-13, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Boyd (U.S. Patent No. 6,662,393) in view of Boyd (U.S. Patent No. 5,960,496). 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over in view of Boyd 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,960,496) in view of Messina (U.S. Patent No. 5,657,500). 

Claims 1 and 20 have been amended to more clearly recite that the perimeter sidewall is 
secured to the substantially rigid base platform. 

The bedding structure disclosed in the Fasanella patent includes a base frame 22 that is 
permanently assembled using screws 28 or other conventional fasteners, (col. 2, lines 24-27). 
Fasanella also discloses that the topping sheet 42 can be secured by an adhesive to the border 
member 26. (col. 3, 65-69). However, Fasanella does not disclose, that the perimeter sidewall is 
secured to the substantially rigid base platform, as recited in amended claims 1 and 20. 

More specifically, Fasanella does not disclose that the perimeter sidewall is secured to 
the substantially rigid platform by an adhesive joint (claims 14 and 15) or by a mechanical 
fastener (claim 16), or that the innercore is secured against the substantially rigid base platform 
by a border wire (claim 17). Claims 1 and 20, as well as claims 2-19 which depend from claim 
1, are therefore patentable over Fasanella. 

Boyd ('496) discloses a mattress system with foam members 35 connected by a flexible 
sheet 37. (FIG. 5) The foam members are placed on a conventional foundation/box springs 27. 
(col. 3, lines 1-5). Accordingly, Boyd does not disclose the perimeter sidewall being connected 
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to the rigid base platform, as recited in amended claims 1 and 20. Claims 1 and 20, as well as 
claims 2-19 which depend from claim 1, are therefore patentable over Boyd '496. 

Boyd ('393) discloses a composite mattress made of both high resilience foam and low 
resilience foam, with the base made of foam with an ILD (Indention Load Deflection) of 30 and 
the edge support of foam with an ILD of 50. A base with an ILD of 30 cannot be considered a 
"substantially rigid base platform," as recited in claims 1 and 20. Since Boyd '496 and Boyd 
'393, taken either alone or in combination, do not disclose or suggest all the features recited in 
claims 1 and 20, claims 1 and 20, as well as claims 2-19 which depend from claim 1, are 
therefore patentable over these references. 

Messina ('500) does not disclose a perimeter sidewall. 

In view of the above amendment, applicant believes the pending application is in 
condition for allowance.
